British Foreign Office Releases 


AN IMPORTANT STATEMENT 

The Foreign Office has recently released some 45 secret reports 1936 - 40. The full 
reference numbers of the documents now open at the United Kingdom Public Record Office 
(Chancery Lane, London W.C.2), are — 
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These documents now officially disclosed explain the whole facts which led to Munich 
in 1938 and the collapse of France in 1940. Both events have been the subject of persistent 
falsifications which must be corrected. They also forecast World War II. 

It is necessary to explain that in 1935 a special Intelligence Office was set up at 13 Old 
Queen Street, London S.W.I., under the name of a study group of M.P.s (60 of them). In fact 
the real object was to obtain secret information for the benefit of the U.S. and U.K. Govern- 
ments which those responsible for the special office were convinced was reaching neither Lon- 
don nor Washington. Such a "study" group provided exceptionally good cover for an experi- 
ment in Intelligence work never before attempted. At a later stage the Parliamentary associa- 
tion was dropped.
